Applicant indicates Scholz does not show "individual signals", yet this language is not found in the claims. Furthermore, signals is a broad 
term, which does not distiguish itself over Scholz. Applicant goes on to indicate version identifiers refer to the "event sources and not to 
the individual signals. This, however, is not a clear interpretation of Applicant's cited passage in Scholz. The above points appear to be 
the foundation of Applicant's concerns and having been addressed, Applicant's remarks as a whole are not persuasive. .
